tile difpofitions o+ th- partcf the french who have ta 
ken refuge in them, ne fhall confider kim as an enemy 
to France—& ht he had made the mo't proper mii- 
tary arrangements to render his declarations refvected 
— The king concludes his fpeech with affurances of 
his attachment to the conttitution, and declaring char 
he “ FEcLS PRCFOUNDLY HOW GLORIVUS IT 
Is TO BE THE KING UF A FREE PLUPLE.” 

This fpeech was secrived with thouts of applaufe. 

The prefident of the affembly replied to this add-efs 
in which the fullet alfu:ances are given of every fup- 
port neceffary in defence of the national dignity, the 
conftitution, and of theking, whcfe throne ttands on 
the unfhaken bafis of the cunftitution.

WA JE commonly efteem that man happy 
VY whofe confcience approves his con- 
duét—and as commonly pronounce him a 
happy man who lives iathe approbation of 


ever, upon confideration, that thefe two may 
be very oppolite characters and both fall 
greatly fhort of the happy one, Were I to 
deliniate a happy character as far as it refa 
pects the two qualities of felf approbation 
and the approbation of others, it fhould con. 
tain-an equal proportion or occurrence of 
A aa Mould depend and regulate each 
other. 

Self-approbation may attend the fuccefs 
of thofe whofe hardihood in the path of er- 
ror has obliterated the diftinctions of right 
and wrongs but their happinefs muft be 
fhort, and very partial, when they come 
to find themfelves wanting the fympathy, 
and meeting the contempt of their virtuous 
fellow creatures, Itis not rare to find men 
of this defcription, who want every focial 
virtue; yet love, approve, and admire them- 


felves and are vexed to wretchednefs, that, 


others do not approve and admire theni tao, 
On the other hand, the approbation and ap. 
plaufe of others may be obtained by thow, 
intrigue, duplicity and falfehood yet when 
the poffeffor contemplates the cheat (unlefs 
he can cheat himfelf too) it muft depreciate 
the obje&t obtained, and blight the enjoy- 
ment. They who attend only tothe firft 
quality, are commonly very felfifh, opinion- 
ated and headftrong—regardlefs of their efti- 
mation in fociety, they are quickfighted in 
the difcoveries of the rights of others and 
therefore frequently violate them. And 
they who attend only to the better quality, 
are apt to facrifice private integrity, become 
dupes and have little independence of fpirit 
or will of gheir own. Thus it is eflablifh- 
ed that felf-approbation and the approba- 
tion of others, as far as they are concerned 
in conflituting human happinefs, a concur- 
rence is indifpenfible ca its durability or per- 
fetion. When I fpeak of concurrence of 
thefe two qualities as requifite to happinefs, 
I do not mean that they are the a¢tiye prine 
ciples which compofe happinefs ; but that a 
character contemplating icfelf, muf find 
them united or it is not the character of 
happinefs, I mean alfo, to fet them up as 
the grand goal to which all our actions muft 
tend—the grand principle by which they 
muft be tried, and the grand reward of fuch 
actions at are virtuous, This do¢trine be- 
ing once eftablifhed, and always held In 
view, we may detcend in particulars, exam- 
ine purfuits, motives and objects, and range 
overinnumerable fources from which pofitive 
happinefs may flow with fafety and affur- 
ance of fuccefs.

ORIGIN OF TONTINE. 

HIS term cook its rife from Tontino, 

a jew who lived in the city of Flo- 
rence, and was celebrated through Europe 
for his knowledge in {peculation and finance, 
and to whom a former emperor of Germany 
was obliged to have recourfe for a new ob- 
ject of finance—-having cxhaufted every re- 
fource ia the empire by the profecution of a 
bloody war. TONTINO was confulted in 
behalf of the emperor--——he projected and 
brought in his fcheme, which was accepted, 
His plan was to open a fubfcription on life, & 
that the fum fubferibed Mould be forev- 
er given, in confideration of which gov- 
ernment was to pay ten percent. to the 
fubfcribers lives for feventy years and no 
longer. His proje&t was received with a- 
vidity, and the emperor's finances were on 
a better footing than at any cime before. 
But ie was found at a certain number of 
years, that the deaths of fubicripcions as 
mounted to twenty per cent. and at the end 
of che feventy years, the fubferibers being 
all dead, che money was retained in che 
hands of government,

FUAHERE lived in Genoa a young nobleman, na- 

ii med Marini, whu hada large eftate in the ifl- 
and of Corfica, whither he went every five or fix 
years to regulare his affaira, At the age of 25, he 
was married to a beautiful young lady, the daughter 
of a Ve.etian. fenator, Monimia, who had refuled 
the gwael matches in Italy, to prefer the fortunate 
Marini, As their marriage was founded upon mutual 
eftcem, their paffione incieald inttead of dimiufhing 
by enjoyment, till they became an examp m of cor ju- 
gal dury to all that knew them, They bad lived many 
years in this uninterrupted titare of felicity, when, 
Máimi was obliged to make a voyage into Corfica, 
which was then ditturbed by an infurredtion, in order 
to fecure his patrimony, by encouraging his depend- 
ents to Hand firm in defence of their country. But 
the greateft f chon, and which abforbed all the r-ft, 
was bw being nec: fiitated to part fur a while from Mo- 
nimia, who, being then very big with child, was in- 
capacitated to go with him as ufual, When the ta- 
tal time of particg was come, they embraced with the 
utmott grief, and the warmeft prayers to heaven for 
each other’ fatety.

they immediately wok ipri yin vider to be convia- 
ced of what they mult dreaded to kuow g ihe uas for 
Corfica, the other fur Genus. "T bey we e both tat od 
when a violent ftorm atole, whichd:ove, thei: veilels 
upon a hele sland in the Me iiterancan, Masies’s 
fip anced fdt, where, whilt the reit of the crew 
were refrelhing theafeives, the incovful .be widuwer, 
as be theughe lumfeit, wandered wien oue fervant on- 
ly into a uale woud that waa near the fea hore to 
give a locie to his immoverate guef. Soon efter the 
Csenesle fhip ianucd ton, and the fame motive led 
Monimia with one of hee maids to the wood where 
ber hufband was, lamenting hic unfortunate condition.

ON THE INDIAN RIGHT OF SOIL.

Wor no one elfe. There muft be fome fixed principle 
on which all right depends. Under the great law of 
mature, it 19 a right to as much as is neceffary for our 
fubfificnce. By pafturing or hunting ? no 3 by agri- 
culture. Becaufe inthis way of life more cam fubfift 
at the fame time, 

But men by the municipal laws of fociety hold more 
than an equal quantity, What has this to do with 
the great outwhicel of natural law, which gives the 
earth to man incommon, The municipal law binds 
as citizens: the law of nations as focieties; but the 
law of nature aa men. Say, asthe number of inhab- 
jtants upon earth isto its extent, fo the right of each 
individual to his hare. God gives to man no more 
when he dies than fpace to lie down upon, and how 
more in life than to enjuy reafonably ¢ Let the appeal 
be naade to him. 


Great fpirie |! feys the indian, here is a white man 
thar wants fome of my land, How much have you ? 
Ten miles fquare. The tenth of that may ferve — 
To hunt epun? No; Butto plant com, raife hogs, 
gad livelke aman Butdid not you give meall this?

But onthefame planet, lknow nothing of what io 
called the right of che natives, beyond at mof a right 
of preference to choofe their ground, or to mold that 
which they already cultivate. 

Will the United States permit emigrants to fettle 
on the lands weft of the Ohio within their boundaries ? 
Not without purchaling. Why ? Becaufe they have 
been at expence in cambating the falfe claim of 
he favapes. and ought to be paid for it.
